Japs Establish Base At Kiska, 585 Mi. From Dutch Harbor; 
Unidentified Craft Attack Oregon Coast, Vancouver Island 


(By The Associated Press) 
Submarine shelling of lonely Vancouver Island in Canada’s British 
Columbia and gunfire upon the Oregon coast from an unidentified craft 
lurking offshore today brought war to the doorsteps of the Pacific 
northwest. 
The two attacks, at points separated by several hundred miles, came 
almost 24 hours apart. Official reports indicated that no casualties and 
little damage were suffered at either spot. 
The first target was a dominion government radio station at Estevan 
Point, on the western coast of Vancouver Island 
The shelling there 
began at 10:35 p. rn. (Pacific War 
Time) Saturday and continued for 
a half-hour. 
"The shells landed on the beach 
or on the rocks well beyond the 
building,” said Lieut.-Gen. Kenneth 
S t u a r t , 
commander-in-chief 
of 
Canadian west coast defenses.

few windows in the radio office were 
broken by the concussion.” 
The 
submarine was not seen from the 
shore. 
Nine Shells Land 
Then, at 11:30 o’clock last night, 
residents from Seaside on the Ocean 
to Astoria on the Columbia river, 
at the northwest tip of Oregon, were 
awakened by the sound of gunfire 
and the whine of speeding missiles. 
"Six to nine shells landed in the 
area north of Seaside,” the Army 
said in a communique from western 
defense headquarters at San F ran­ 
cisco, "apparently from an unidenti­ 
fied craft off shore. Firing lasted 15 
minutes. 
No damage or casualties 
reported.”

This was disclosed in a communique yesterday that told of the bomb­ 
ing of "a small force” of enemy ships in Kiska harbor. Army fliers re­ 
ported hitting one cruiser and sinking a transport. 
At the same time it was announced in Ottawa that an enemy sub­ 
marine. presumably Japanese, had shelled the dominion government radio 
station at Estevan Point, Vancouver 
island. Saturday night. 
The sub­ 
marine pumped shells at the sta­ 
tion for about half an hour but 
failed to do any damage. 
While the number of ships actual­ 
ly in Kiska harbor may have been 
small, observers pointed out that 
presence of a cruiser might indicate 
that a force of destroyers and 
auxiliaries was somewhere in the 
vicinity. 
The communique said operations in 
the Aleutians "continued to be re­ 
stricted by considerations of weather 
and great distances.”

Even dog. It ta said. has his day. 
Meaning. I take it, that the dog , 
gets full credit while he lives Not j 
so with poets- as a rule Few great 
poets are acclaimed in their day 
There ace notable exceptions, but i 
these only stand out to prove the 
rule th at they have to die first j 
before the critics and Ute poet’s 
few admirers, are outnumbered by 
the populace. 
Byron awoke one day "to find 
himself 
famous.*’ 
But 
W hitm an 
didn’t, nor did Poe Tile little h an d ­

The most talented, and perhaps 
the greatest real genius, in the form 
of a poet, whose work dom inated 
the poetic sky after the war. was 
Rupert Brooke—and yet how few 
of his books were printed and sold. 
Even today, though he is widely and 
highly acclaimed, be is read by com ­ 
paratively few Bul the genius of the

Sir W alter Raleigh, the English 
critic, said: ”A poet m ust wrastle 
with his own generation and con­ 
vince them to see what it is hard 
for them to see. things that are 
hidden by being fixed for ever in 
the most conspicuous place.”

I am glad to see at least one 


American poet receive his apprecia- 
tton'in life. I refer to Robert Frost, 
who, in my humble opinion, is the 
most American of them all. It "is a 
ioy m read his poems. There" is a 
human, democratic quality "about 
them, and they are clothed with 
such rare simplicity. It took 50 
years for America to discover the 
lovely poems of Emily Dickinson! 


Recently I have been reading 


many of the poems of Edward 
Thomas, whose death in the last 
war, like that of Brooke's was such 
a tragedy. And high among Ameri- 
can poets I place the late Don 
Marquis, whose poems will yet be 
appreciated for their beauty, and 
high quality.

Pittsburgh. June 22 (AP)—An- 


other murder was linked by police 
today to the score of macabre slay- 
ings in Ohio and western Penn- 
sylvania during the past decade 
which have been laid to the cun- 
ning *n"!f? fiendish hand of the un- 
known "mad butcher of Kjngsbury 
run." 


The new victim attributed to the 


killer—one of the worst in the na- 
tion's history—was an unidentified 
man whose decapitated body was 
found in the Monongahela river here 
yesterday.

As in previous cases, the head j 


had been severed cleanly- with a' 
knife and the body was snipped of 
clothing in an attempt to conceal 
identity. The body-had been in the 
water about three days, a coroner's' 
physician said. 


Fingerprints were taken and police 


began the task of checking them. 
The man bore two vaccination scars 
on the left arm and a surgical scar 
on the abdomen. Detectives, an- 
nouncing that no one of his physical 
characteristics had been reported 
missing here, planned to communi- 
cate with authorities at Cleveland. 


It was in the Kingsbury run -sec- 


tion of Cleveland that the stealthy 
killer began his long series of baffling 
crimes and was accorded the grisly 
sobriquet "mad butcher." As the 
years passed and the bizarre mur- 
ders continued, detectives 
have 


questioned many suspects but failed 
to apprehend the "butcher." 


Pour other slayings here were at- 


tributed to him hi the pass two 
years. Parts of a man's body were 
washed ashore along the Ohio river 
a year ago and in 1940 the dismem- 
bered bodies of three men were 
found in box cars as the Pittsburgh 
and Lake Erie railroad yards.
